DISINFECT THE 
SEafOnTOESJIK 
COUNTYAGENTSAYS 

New Disease Found In Seed Potatoes 
Will Make Crop Short Unless 
AedOB Is Takea. 

County Agent Ooorge Kirk issues 
the following statement: 

A new disease has made Its appear- 
ance In Kentucky and must be guard- ! 
ed against. Thia Is known as little po- 
tato. This disease shows in potatoes 
being produced on the stems above 
ground, in rotting of the stams, near 
the ground level, and in only little po- 
tatoes being produced In the hills, 
nils organism lives In the soil for 
years like the scab. At present the 
little potato Is rare In Kentucky, but 
by using precautions we can keep it 
out of our soila. This disease Is car- 
ried In blackish hard lumpa or patches 
on the potatoes. These patchea vary 
in size from a pin head to a grain 
of wheat. They look like dirt but they 
won't waali off. To prevent t-etliiis 
this disease, use clean seed potatoes 
and. If any of these black lumps are 
noticed, disinfect the seed potatoes 
with corrosive sublimate. Foralln 
doea not prevent the little potato dis-

Corrosive anbliniate is a wlilte pow- 
der that Is aold by any drnfTgist. Bich- 
loride of mercury is another name for 
It. It costa 20c an ounce. One ounce 
Is dissolved In 7H gallons of water. 
It is eaaier to wet the corrosive sub- 
limate with a small amount of water, 
making a paste, and then to add the 
rest of the gallons of water. Be- 
fore cutting the potatoes they are 
soaked In a sack In tbe corrosive sub- 
limate for thirty minutes and no long- 
er. Then the tubera are spread out to 
dry before cutting. Corrosive subli- 
mate la a deadly poison and. therefore 
It should be kept out of children's 
reaeb. It shonld not be used in metal 
containers but in a wooden tub or 
barrel. Corrosive sublimate should 
not be uaed over five times, unless re- 
newed with fresh solution, for It loses 
strength rapidly. It controls scab as 
well as the little potato disease, bo 
that If tbe luitatoea are treated with 
it, the formalin treatment for scah 
is wholly \mnecessary. 

The disinfecting of seed potatoes Is 
a preventive nfeasure. It Is economy 
to spend 60c to $1.00 am acre to Inaure 
the potato crop againat loss from scab 
and little potato.

Mj-. and .Mr-:, Scoit livi'il at 
Chapel Hill until the oiilbrcuk uf the 
war between the states, when hcr-hus- 
band entered the Confederate army, 
serving throughout the war. 

After Lee'B surrender, Mr. and Mrs. 
Scott moved their residenee to Char- 
lotte, where they resided nntii the 
death of Mr. Scott, in 1><!'7. After 
bis death. Mrs Scott continued to 
make her home in this 'City until the 
marriage of her younger daughter, 
Miss Bllzabeth Scott to Mr. Alters, a 
Presbytorlnn minister. Thereafter 
Mrs. Scott made her home with thorn, 
making frecinent visits to her sons and 
(laui;hlers rcsidin;; here. 

Mrs. Scott was a devout Christian, 
having in early lite connected herself 
with old Thyatlra church. In Rowan 
county, of which her tether vas a rul- 
ing elder. Afovlng to Charlotte, she 
connected herself with First I'rcsby- 
terlan church, of which the was n 
loyal member.
